PETITION FOR WITHDRAWAL OF TERMINAL DISCLAIMER

Sir: 

Applicants IBM and Synopsys petition to withdraw the Terminal Disclaimers submitted 
in connection with the canceled claims on 13 April 2009, due to the cancellation of the claims 
that formed the basis for their submission. 



STATEMENT OF FACTS 

On 15 January 2009, the Examiner in the above-referenced application rejected claims 2 
and 4-15 for double patenting over U.S. 6,453,446. 

To overcome the rejection, Applicants filed Terminal Disclaimers on 13 April 2009 
disclaiming the terminal part of the statutory term of any patent granted which would extend 
beyond the expiration date of the full statutory term of prior patent No. 6,453,446. 

The Terminal Disclaimers were approved by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on 14 
April 2009. 
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ARGUMENT 

In accordance with MPEP 1490 VII, Applicants request withdrawal of the recorded 
terminal disclaimers. 

The Terminal Disclaimers were filed in response to a final Office Action mailed on 15 
January 2009, which rejected claims 2 and 4-15 for double patenting over U.S. 6,453,446. 

Claims 2, 4-10 and 13-15 have been canceled in the application by amendment on 06 July 
2010, and claims 1 1 and 12 have been amended to depend from a new claim. Therefore, the 
claims which led to the requirement for the Terminal Disclaimers are no longer pending in the 
application, so the Terminal Disclaimers are no longer necessary or appropriate. 

It is therefore respectfully requested that the recorded Terminal Disclaimers filed on 13 
April 2009 be withdrawn. 

CONCLUSION 

Accordingly, Applicants petitions for withdrawal of the Terminal Disclaimers filed on 13 
April 2009.
